Water Commissioner Wall, in a 
‘paper prepared to be read befgre 
the sanitary engineering session of 
the American Public Health Associa- 
ition at New Orleans the last week 


of this month, gives figures as to the | 


value of water purification to St. 
Louis in preventing typhoid fever. 

It was noted, he says, that after 
the opening of the Chicago drainage 
canal in 1900 the deaths from ty- 
phoid in St. Louis increased from 22 
to each 100,000 of population in 1899 
to 47 in 1903 Marly in 1904 clari- 
' fication of water was begun in St 
Louis, and in that year the typhoid 
mortality rate dropped to 36.23 in 
1904 and to 18.97 in 1905. In 1914 
the vear before the opening of the 
filtering plant now in use, it had 
been reduced to 12.43. 

The commissioner figures that in 
the 11 yvears from 1904-to 1915, with 
water clarification, 2536 deaths from 
typhoid were avoided. YPutting the 
value of each life at $2000, the cost 
of treatment and funerals at $250 
and the Lost time $150, he finds that

distinguish a column marching 
along the Meuse in the direction 
of Liege. I hoped it was the 
Twenty-seventh Infantry Brigade, 
but they turneg out to be Belgians 
who were frtircating over the 
Meuse in a panic rather than face 
us. It was a long time before the 
situation was clear, and in the 
meanwhile my  “{forces were 
strengthened by the arrival of the 
men who-had been left behind. 

We had _ = =~successfully broken 
through the girdle of forts. The 
165th Infantry Brigade, under its 
distinguished commanding. officer, 
the then Col. von Oven, pushed on 
in close formation; Gen. von Em- 
mich arrived, and the advance on 
La Chartreuse was continued. 

Gen. von Emmich placed at my 
disposal] parts of the Eleventh In- 
fantry Brigade, who were further 
south, in the belief that they also 
had broken through. Our advance 
continued without Incident. 

We could see the works on the 
north side of Liege as we climbed 
out of the Meuse Valley to the 
heights east of La Chartreuse. It 
was about 2 o'clock when the bri- 
gade arrived there. Guns were at 
once trained on the town, and a 
shot was fired now and again, 
partly as a signal to the other bri- 
fades, partly to intimidate the 
Governor of the fortress and the 
inhabitants. . 

But I had to be exceedingly 
sparing of the ammunition, for we 
were very short. The troops were 
exhausted and much weakened by 
the hard fighting; officers had lost 
their horses, and the field kitchens 
had been left behind. I rested the 
brigade and provided for them as 
best I could by commandéering 
supplies from the neighboring 
houses. Gen. von Emmich soon re- 
joined us. 

I'rom the heights east of La 
Chartreuse we had a fine view of 
the town lying at our feet, the 
citadel on the far bank of the 
Meuse stood out prominently. Sud- 
denly white flags fluttered from 
it. Gen. von Emmich wanted to 
send an officer with a flag of 
truce. I proposed waiting for the 
enemy’s envoy, but the General 
adhered to his decision, and Capt. 
von Harbou rode into the town. 
He returned at 7 p. m., and re- 
ported that the white flag had 
been flown against the Governor's 
will. 

Exhorts Troops to Hold Fast. 

It was then too late to march 
into the town. We had a heavy 
night ahead of us. Meanwhile I 
had let the brigade take up a posi- 
tion. Our situation was exceeding- 
ly serious. No news reached us 
from the other brigades, not even 
from the Eleventh, and no dis- 
patch riders got through. 

It became increasingly clear 
that the brigade was isolated 
within the circle of forts, cut off 
from the outer worm. We had to 
reckon with hostile attacks. The 
thousand odd Belgian prisoners 
we had with wus increased our 
difficulties. When we found out 
that the old work of La Char- 
treuse, just below us, was unoc- 
cupied, I sent a company there 
with these prisoners. The com- 
pany commander must have 
doubted my sanity. 

As darkness fell, the nervous- 
ness of the troops increased. I 
went up and down the front, ex- 
horting them to keep steady and 
hold fast. The battle cry, “We 
shall be in Liege tomorrow,” re- 
stored their spirits. 

Gen. von Emmich and his staff 
found quarters in a little farm- 
house. 

Iisten Feverishly for Help. 

I shal? never forget the night of 
the 6th-7th August. It was cold, 
and as I had left my kit behind, 
Maj. von Marcard gave me his 


cloak. I was very anxious and 
listened feverishly for the sound 
of fighting. I still hoped that at 
least one brigade had broken 
through the girdle of forts. But 
all was quiet, though every half 
hour or so a howitzer shell feil 
into the town. 

The suspense was unbearable. 
About 10 p. m. I ordered Capt. 
Ott, with a Jager company, to 
seize bridges over the Meuse, in 
order to make them available for 
our further advance and also in- 
sure the safety of the brigade later 
on. The Captain looked at me— 
and went. The company reached 
its objective without any fighting, 
but mo reports came back. 

Morning broke, I went to Gen. 
von Emmich, and discussed the 
situation with him. We adhered 
here to our decision to enter the 
town, but the General would not 
at that moment fix the time. His 
order to me to enter the town 
reached me soon after, while I 
was doing something to improve 
the position of the brigade, and 
trying to reach the road by which 
the Eleventh Brigade were to ad- 
vance. 

Col. von Oven was in charge of 
the advance guard; the rest of the 
brigade, with the prisoners, fol- 
lowed at a certain distance, head- 
ed by Gen. von Emmich with his 
staff and myself with the brigade 
staff.
